Miss H inten reportedly w as 
driving west on W. W ashington 
at a high rate of speed, Lisbon 
Police said, when the c a r failed 
to stop for a dead-end b arricade 
at the end of W. W ashington and 
sm ashed through it, tearin g off 
th re e p o sts su p p o rtin g the 
m etal g uardrail. 
Her auto then traveled 118 
feet, skidding {pdeways and 
sidesw iping two trees, before 
becom ing airborne. The car 
jum ped the E rie-L ackaw anna 
railroad track s, broke off one

cam e to rest on its roof in the 
S a n d y -B e a v e r C a n al, police 
said.

—R aise the am ount of wages 
retirees can earn before losing 
part of their Social Security 
benefits from the present $3,00« 
to $4,000 next y ear and $4,500 in 
1979. The increase would apply 
only to retirees 65 and over 
E lim inate instances in 
which present law treats men 
and w om en differently 
For 
exam ple, a m an who takes care 
of a disabled child could receive 
benefits that now go only to 
women 
Beginning next year, the bill 
would 
ra ise ’ Social 
Security 
payroll taxes equally for em ­ 
ployers and em ployes — above 
and beyond increases already 
scheduled 
T he a d d itio n a l 
in c re a se s 
would be steeper for higher 
incom e w orkers. 
A person m aking $10,000 this 
year m ust pay an annual Social 
Security tax of $585. Under 
existing law this will increase 
to $645 in 1986. U nder the bill, it 
would increase further to $690 
in 1986. 
A w orker earning $37,500 now 
pays $965 a y ear in tax. This 
would go to $1,896 in 1986 under 
existing law ; to $2,586 in 1986 
under the bill

A low-income w orker now 
receives in retirem ent 60 per 
cent of his working incom e; 
av erag e pay w orkers get back

low w age earn ers in the year 
2050; 70 per cent for average 
w age earn ers and 48 per cent 
for nigh w age earners.

Oil Users 
Agree On 
Cutbacks 


PARIS (U PI) - The United 
States and 
18 
industrialized 
nations announced plans today 
for sharp cut-backs in oil im ­ 
ports ana rapid development of 
nuclear 
and other 
energy 
resources to head off the risk of 
power 
shortages 
in 
coming 
years 
The plans were decided at a 
cabinet-level 
session 
of 
the 
governing board of the Interna­ 
tional Energy Agency — a US- 
sponsored organization seeking 
a joint Western strategy in the 
face of soaring oil prices and 
dwindling energy sources 
Energy m inisters from 
19 
IEA nations endorsed proposals 
to keep their total oil imports 
down to 26 million barrels a day 
by 1985. 
The 19 countries currently 
import 22-23 million barrels a 
day and if current consumption 
and import were not checked 
that figure could be expected to 
rise to 44 52 million barrels a 
day — a figure oil exporting 
countries might not be able or 
willing to meet. 
The two-day conference cau­ 
tioned that only international 
cooperation can insure that all 
nations around the world enjoy 
adequate energy supplies 
The conference stated the 
in d u s t r ia liz e d 
p o w e r s 
readiness to cooperate with 
developing nations, 
som e of 
them significant oil suppliers, 
to achieve international 
un­ 
derstanding on safe 
energy 
supplies 
The m in isters said their 
meeting convinced them that 
“unless present energy policies 
are strengthened there is a 
serious risk that as early as the 
1980s the world will not have 
sufficient oil and other forms of 
energy available.. 
“Such a situation would have 
severe economic, social and 
political consequences in all 
IEA countries and throughout 
the world," a final communique 
said. 
The oil import ceiling for 1985 
and the energy development 
guidelines were agreed on after 
a diam atic appeal by many

Secretary Jam es Schlesinger 
for the United States to reduce

"W e hope to use the cabin for 
fam ily reunions, Christm as 
parties and so forth,” she said 
Higher Pay Approved For Men 
Doing Heavier Work Than Women

A 
federal appeals court has ruled 
that men who do heavy com­ 
m ercial cleaning are entitled to 
more pay than women who do 
the light cleaning jobs. 
The 2nd U S. Circuit Court of 
api*i»ls held Wednesday, "It is 
an undisputed fact that heavy 
cleaning calls for greater effort 
and that 
heavy 
and 
light 
cleaning are not substantially 
equal work under the Equal 
Pay Act.” 
The split ruling by the three- 
judge panel was made on a 
motion by the Labor Depart­ 
ment to bar Columbia Universi­ 
ty from discriminating against 
its female custodians by paying 
them 45 cents an hour less than 
the male custodians For more 
th«n 30 years Columbia has 
divided its 270-member custodi­ 
al force into "h eavy” duties, 
done mostly by men, and “ light 
cleaners,” all women. 
The court said, "The cleaners 


themselves are well aware of 
the distinction between heavy 
and light assignments,” and 
noted that the light cleaners 
once successfully protested an 
assignment to remove heavy 
trash 


"The wastebaskets 
in 
the 
Journalism building, for exam­ 
ple, frequently are filled with 
books, magazines and other 
heavy 
m aterial,” 
the court 
said “ After the light cleaners 
in the building complained of 
the resulting burden, the job of 
emptying these wastebaskets 
was 
reassigned 
to 
heavy 
cleaners." 


In his dissent, Judge Jam es 
Oakes said he found no “ sub­ 
stantial" 
difference 
between 
the work of maids and janitors 
at Columbia 
The facts, he wrote, "cannot 
be said to compel the conclu­ 
sion that cleaning public areas 
such as hallways and lobbies 


requires more overall effort 
than cleaning less trafficked 
areas such as offices, class­ 
rooms and libraries." 
The majority also drew a 
distinction between pushing a 
wet mop and a dry mop, but 
Judge Oakes took strong ex­ 
ception. 


"It hardly requires a finding 
of substantial extra effort, 
especially when the dry mops 
must be maneuvered around 
large numbers of seats and 
benches,” he wrote.

The Swedish Academy an­ 
nounced the surprise award to 
Aleixandre, 79, a member of the 
Spanish academy. 
It cited him "for a creative 
poetic 
writing, 
which, 
with 
roots in the 
traditions of 
Spanish lyric and in modern 
currents, illum inates m an’s 
condition in the cosmos and 
present day society.” 
Aleixandre was cited for such 
works as “ La Destrucción o el 
Am or” (Destruction or Love) 
written in 1935, "Sombra del 
P a ra is o ” 
(The Shadow of 
P a ra d is e ) w ritte n in 
1944, 
"N acim ie n to U ltim o ” (The 
Last Birth) written in 1953, and 
"E n Un Vasto Dominio” (In a 
Vast Dominion) written in 1962 
The Academy said the one 
theme throughout Aleixandre’s 
work is ‘The strength to Sur­ 
vive.” 
The Swedish Academy kept 
this year’s 
Nobel 
literature 
prize a well-guarded secret. 
American writer Saul Bellow’s 
award last year was leaked a 
few days in advance, much to 
the anger of the Academy. 
The 1977 Nobel prizes are 
worth $145,000. Three devalua­ 
tions in Sweden’s kroner within

year 
have 
reduced 
the 
equivalent value of the prize 
from $150,000 last year, despite 
a hike in actual prize money. 
^The literature award was the 
first of this year’s series of 
Nobel Prizes to be announced. 
Alexaindre

suffered from tuberculosis, 
which forced him to move out to

Our mail indicates that the 
CBers are much aware of what 
is happening, even when the 
reasons are not clearly dis­ 
cernible. And they are benefit­ 
ing from it all.

CB applications were at their 
lowest level in two years. They 
dipped to 293,662, compared 
with 396,060 last year. Through 
the first seven months the total 
was approximately 3.5 million. 
This means that there is little 
chance the year will produce 
the 7 million unit sales as pre- 
dkted. 
This means something to 
you: It is bound to affect pric­ 
ing at the retail level. If volume 
falls off, the per unit manufac- 
hiring costs are almost certain 
to rise. This means that the 
manufacturer will have to build 
more into the set and probably 
give you a better value for your 
money. 
It certainly means a buyers’ 
market, rather than a sellers' 
paradise. 
There are other indicators 
lurking around in the back­ 
ground that create this opinion. 
E.F. Johnson would never have 
filed its ITC motion to impose 
quotas and increased tariffs on 
imports if all was well. All 
available reports reflect a slug­ 
gish market, with a lot of 23b 
still sitting on the shelf. 
The retail pricing being 
advertised is responsive to this 
problem and offers buyers 
some real values, in both 23s 
and 40B, base and mobile units.

A grandmother asks: "Is it 
true that a child died after 
swallowing Laetrile?” 
ANSWERIIne: Early in June, 
1977, a 10-month old girl in 
Buffalo, NY. died of cyanide 
poisoning after she accidentally 
swallowed an undetermined 
number 
of 
Laetrile 
pills 
belonging 
to 
her 
father. 
Laetrile is an extract of apricot 
pits that is touted as a cancer 
cure and preventative, but has 
been shown to be of no value 
against cancer when subjected 
to 
rigorous 
scientific 
tests. 
Taken by mouth, Laetrile can 
be broken down into a cyanide 
component by intestinal bac­ 
teria and can then be absorbed 
into the body. Very large doses 
can create cyanide poisoning. 
A canal barge operator asks: 
“Is there any link between a 
person’s religion and cancer?" 
ANSWERIIne: 
Religious 
factors as they govern lifestyle 
may have an interesting but 
indirect 
influence. 
For 
e x a m p l e , 
S e v e n t h - d a y 
Adventists do not smoke or 
drink alcohol. They follow a 
diet often high in whole grains 
and unrefined foods and low in 
meat. They also have a cancer 
rate half that of the general 
population. Mormons follow a 
similar pattern. Obviously 
there are research leads in the 
different patterns of cancer in 
our population. Study of life 
style and personal history are 
part of the American Cancer 
Society’s million-person Cancer 
Prevention study. 
An airline stewardess writes: 
“One of my friends told me that 
she has a 
condition called 
"dysplasia" and must have 
frequent Pap tests I thought 
thaiPap teats were for cancer 
What is this all about?” 
ANSWERIIne: 
Dysplasia 
refers to an abnormality of 
cells of the cervix, the small 
structure that is the opening of 
the womb. The condition can be 
detected by the Pap test and 
c a r e f u l 
m i c r o s c o p i c 
exam ination of sam ples of 
these abnormal cells can show 
whether dysplasia is slight or 
advanced. While dysplasia is 
not cancer, it may, in some 
women, eventually lead to 
cancer over a period of years. It 
is a precancerous condition that 
must 
be 
monitored 
by 
a 
physician. Please remember 
that not all dysplasia becomes 
cancer. In one study, for 


exam ple, only one-third of 
women with marked dysplasia 
actually developed cancer. 
Your friend is lucky tohave her 
condition 
diagnosed 
and 
followed because should she 
develop cancer, treatm ent can 
be done at a very early stage ol 
the 
disease 
when 
the 
probability of cure is excellent

Social Security 
Queries, Answers 
Q. Several years ago, my 
husband died and I started get­ 
ting reduced widows benefits 
when I was 60. I'll be 65 soon 
and 
eligible 
benefits 
on 
record. 
Will 
payment be 
widows benefit I’ve been get­ 
ting? 
A. Yes. Your retirem en t 
benefit will be reduced, too. 
Generally, once a person re­ 
ceives reduced benefits, he or 
she will always receive a re­ 
duced payment. This reduction 
takes account of the longer 
period of time over which the 
person is likely to receive pay­ 
ments 
Q. My wife died 2 months ago. 
I’m her sole survivor and I’ve 
heard that widowers can get 
social security benefits even 
though they weren’t dependent 
on 
their wives. Can 
I get 
payments? I’m 47. 
A . No. It’s true that widowers 
and husbands no longer have to 
G 
rove 
dependency 
to 
get 
enefits on their wives’ work 
records. 
But, if a 
widower 
doesn’t have young children in 
his care, he must be either 60 or 
older or between 50 and 60 and 
disabled 
to get survivors 
benefits. 
(). I was a secretary for 
several years, but haven't 
worked since I got m arried. As 
a result of a heart condition, 
I’m now completely disabled. 
Can I get social security bene­ 
fits? Sly husband is working 
full time. 
A You may be eligible for 
monthly disability benefits if 
you worked long enough and 
recently enough under social 
security. The exact amount of 
work you need depends on your 
age when you became disabled 
You should contact a social 
security office; the people there 
will tell you if you have enough 
work credit. The fact that your 
husband is working would not 
affect your benefits on your 
own work record.

B E L G R A D E , 
Yugoslavia 
(U P I) — France today de­ 
nounced Communist persecu­ 
tion of people and groups at­ 
tempting to monitor the human 
rights provisions of the 1975 
Helsinki Accords. 
The first major power to 
address the Belgrade follow-up 
conference, 
France 
said 
detente “ cannot be restricted to 
the improvement of official 
relations.” 
‘The free exercise by man of 
his rights is part of the common 
European heritage,” French 
delegate Andre Bettencourt 
told the 35-nation conference. 
“ Why is it necessary to see 
individuals or groups of in­ 
dividuals ill-treated and per­ 
secuted because they undertook 
the task of monitoring the 
application of the final act of 
the (Helsinki) security con­ 
ference'’” Bettencourt asked. 
Bettencourt was referring to 
groups in the Soviet Union, 
Czechoslovakia and other East 
bloc countries that attempted to 
“ monitor” their governments’ 
application of the Helsinki 
accords — and suffered harass­ 
ment and, in some cases, im­ 
prisonment. 
The first open dispute in the 
three-day-old meeting erupted 
when Greece accused Turkey of 
violating the entire Helsinki 
pact by its occupation of nor­ 
thern Cyprus.

The Student Primary Concern 
Of Country’s School Boards 


B y United Press International 
They come f rom the ranks of 
doctors, bankers, lawyers, tea­ 
chers, clergymen, local busi­ 
ness persons and homemakers. 
If it were possible to be killed 
by lengthy meetings, they 
would have died long ago. But 
they are dedicated and survive. 
They don’t get paid for the 
work they do during these 
meetings after the regular 
day’s work. 
They are the 95,000 members 
of the nation’s 16,000 school 
boards. 
Will O. Davis, the Austin, 
Texas, lawyer who heads the 
National School Boards As­ 
sociation, in an interview said: 
“ A ll across this country 
school board 
members 
like 
myself have just one basic 
thing in mind — that is, to do 
our dead level best to meet our 
responsibility 
to 
the 
youngsters. 
“ It’s the same basic thing 
teachers and administrators 
have in mind.” 
Public schools have more 
troubles than private schools, 
not because they’re inferior" to 
private schools, but for another 
reason, according to Davis. 
“ We take the children sent to 
us — and straight out of the 
environment of today’s Ameri­ 
ca,” he said. 
Problem children bring with 
them problems from their 
environment. The schools must 
try and keep trying to help 
them. There’s no chance to 
send 
the 
“ problems” 
elsewhere. 
‘The job of American public 
education,” Davis said, “ is to 
understand these kids that 
come to us and deal with them. 
Our job is to educate them and 
to make 
them 
productive 
citizens. 
“ We have different young­ 
sters and we need many dif­ 
ferent answers. All the families 
aren’t the same. 
“ All the lifestyles aren’t the 
same. 
And 
education 
must 
reflect this diversity.”

Declining scores on achieve­ 
ment tests do not mean the 
nation’s 100,000 grade and high 
schools are failing youngsters. 
“ I think to put this in focus 
you have to understand the 
tests and know what they are 
designed to indicate," Davis 
said 
“ Tests are helpful if you 
understand their purpose.” 


Take the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test - 
SAT. Falling scores 
have 
led 
to 
probes 
and 
suspicions that the teachers 
aren’t teaching as hard and 
students aren’t studying the 
way they did a generation ago. 
The Scholastic Aptitude Test 
is designed to predict how well 
a high school graduate will do 
in college work. 


“ I think," Davis said, “ this 
concern over declining scores 
has an impact on us, however.

Nose has turned red

DEAR DR. LAMB - I read 
a column of yours about the 
reader whose nose turned red. 
My nose has gradually turned 
red but it has no enlarged 
veins. I stopped using clean­ 
sing cream but now I would 
like to know if it is all right to 
use Crisco vegetable shorten­ 
ing as a cleansing cream . I 
use cold cream s or baby oil as 
a night cream and a face lo­ 
tion under my makeup during 
the day. 
Should I stop using these 
also or what should I do? I am 
65 with very dry skin and will 
do what you say. 
DEAR READER - One of 
the things the skin does as it 
gets older is to stop producing 
a s mu c h 
oil 
f r o m 
the 
sebaceous glands and it gets 
dry. Unfortunately the nose 
and sometimes the forehead 
may even get more oily. 
The red nose with dilated 
blood vessels is called rosacea 
or acne rosacea. I am sorry to 
say we do not know what 
causes it but we do know that 
it can be aggravated by 
anything 
that 
i ncr eases 
flushing of the skin This in­ 
cludes heat, saunas, some 
facial packs, medicines that 
are used for increasing the 
circulation, 
alcohol, 
wines, 
s pi c e s and c a f f e i n a t e d 
beverages such as coffee, tea 
and colas. 
If you have ever eaten a 
spicy meal you may have 
broken out in a sweat later. 
The spices may cause the face 
to flush and it is this action 
that leads to their aggravating 
acne rosacea. Many people do 
not realize that coffee, tea, 
and spices are factors in this 
disorder but have only heard 
that it is caused by drinking 
alcoholic beverages. I might 
add it occurs to many people 
who have never had a drop of 
alcohol in their lives.

Some dermatologists give a 
course of tetracycline an­ 
tibiotics for it. The treatment 
takes about four weeks before 
noticeable improvement is 
seen. 
While this is not the same 
condition that we see with 
simple acne with blackheads, 
Whiteheads and pimples, it is 
probably best to avoid greasy 
substances on the skin of any 
type. This includes the Crisco, 
vegetable oils of all types and 
greasy face lotions. If you 
have very dry skin why not 
use a very small amount of 
baby oil just over the dry 
areas and be careful not to get 
it on the nose area. After you 
have applied it, then carefully 
wipe it off and only a thin film 
will remain. That should be 
enough to help the skin stay 
moisturized. 
Also, most cosmetics are 
really hard on skin. They look 
nice but when the show is over 
carefully clean your entire 
face with good soap and water 
and then use your baby oil on 
the dry areas only 
Small veins in the nose can 
often be treated with elec­ 
trolysis. The small electric 
current collapses them. You 
would need to ask a der­ 
matologist about this. If the 
nose is enlarged from the acne 
rosacea — and it can become 
quite disfigured — cosmetic 
s u r g e r y 
is 
s o m e t i m e s 
necessary to improve the 
appearance and stop the 
process.

Famed Ohio Auction 
House To Be Closed 


CINCINNATI (U PI) 
Bar 
gain hunters have been flocking 
lo Bruns Auction Rooms since 
1890 in search of a goes! deal 
From 
all 
over 
Ohio and 
neighboring states, th e y’ve 
come to Bruns 
hundreds of 
thousands of hopeful buyers 
and sellers 
But like a lo! of other in­ 
stitutions that seemed lo last 
forever, an era is ending Don 
R Bruns, the third generation 
of his fam ily to run the auction 
house, is closing the business 
An auction is an event that 
seems 
to 
hold 
a 
ce rta in 
mystique for 
many 
people. 
Bruns acknowledged, and it 
may have been that special 
feeiing which overcame a few 
regular customers when Ibex 
heard of the impending closing 
‘ ‘Some 
people 
a ctu a lly 
walked out of here crying," 
Bruns said. “ And some people 
have l>ecn buying momentos, 
like a hammer we list'd at 
auctions That surprised me. I 
really didn’t think people were 
tliat sentimental anym ore." 
The auctioneer estim ates 
about 500 items were sold at 
each Bruns auction, weekly or 
biweekly, during the last 35 
years or so The blur of conn 
(less auctions and items makes 
it difficult for him to pick out 
some m em orable m om ents 
But he recalled a couple o! 
incidents 
“ One time we sold a 12 inch 
Tiffany lamp for $1,400," Brims 
said "Another time we had a 3 
bv A foot oriental mg go lur 
$1,600." 
Auctioning things for those 
prices, some might wonder why 
the Cincinnati auction business 
would ever close 
But Brims 
offered a gloomy forecast for 
the future of the traditional 
auction house 
" I think the auction house, as 
it’s existed 
in the past, 
is 
disappearing There definitely 
won’t 
In* 
as 
many 
in 
the 
future,” he said 
“ Ifs an ae 
cumulation of things 
city 
licences, county licences, fees 
and other regulations. 
‘T m leaving it with mixed 
emotions, but the cost of doing 
business as an auction house is 
enormous,” Bruns explained 
"And the deterioration of the 
neighborhood around us sure 
hasn’t helped." 
The sweaty, competitive a t­ 
mosphere of the big auction has 
given way, iii part, to sedate, 
private garage sales on week 
end afternoons, Brims says 
In recent years, even at the 
auctions themselves, the old 
feeling seems to have disap­ 
peared, he notes. “ Every man 
and woman on the street is a 
w heeler-dealer these days 
They want everything tax free, 
and they can get it that way at 
garage 
sales 
and 
s im ila r 


sales " 
The last auction at Brims 
held three weeks ago, wasn’t a 
particularly 
emotional 
event 
since no one w as eel lain then it 
would he the last auction Now 
Brims is occupied w db thi' slow 
sad task of shutting down the 
business 
He expects to

The Brims family probably

Farm Leader Assails 
Leghold Trap Ban 


By GREG BOWMAN 
Farm Editor 
GREENFORD — In May, 
farmers would have liked a 
little more rain when dust 
covered their seed corn and 
potatoes. As rain continued 
early this week, producers 
with corn — either for chop­ 
ping or racking — would have 
liked a lot less rain to allow 
their soggy fields and nearly 
mature ears to dry out. 
But their situation is perhaps 
not as critical as that of the 
area potato growers, whose 
crops of white and red tubers 
are subject to rot and a 
number of tuber diseases 
which are more prevalent in 
wet weather. 
One area grower who has 
been picking up potatoes most 
years since the early 1930’s is 
Robert Kenreich of Beaver 
Creek Road west of here. He 
was looking for a yield of about 
400 bushels per acre from his 
50 acres of potatoes this year 
before recent wet weather 
delayed harvest. Considering 
he planted his seed in the dust 
(which is “better than mud,” 
he says) and that the early 
weeks of dryness reduced 
effectiveness of weed control 
sprays, he feels the year will 
turn out “pretty fair” if dry 
weather arrives in time for a 
complete harvest. 
September’s wetness has cut 
into the yield he expected, with 
a lot of potatoes rotting in low 
spots, he said Tuesday mor­ 
ning. If the ground freezes 
before the potatoes are har­ 
vested. the problem of storing 
the harvested crops is com­ 
pounded. 
Bob and his wife. 
Anna 
Laura, have been through the 
uncertainties of weather many 
times since they took over the 
farm formerly owned by his 
father, William W Kenreich. 
who died in 1941. Bob had been 
t e a c h i n g 
v o c a t i o n a l 
agriculture, but chase to come 
back to try farm life first-hand 
instead of teaching 
it 
He 
thinks now 
he might have 
made more money in school, 
but feels he and his wife have 
been able “to do a better job of 
raising a family on the farm 
than in town. 
Mixed Education. Agriculture 
And he has managed to mix 
education with his agricultural 
life-style, serving as a 
ITI 
adviser for 41 
years with 
Mahoning County youth and 
leading efforts to aid and 
educate rural adults through 
25 years with the Ohio Farm 
Bureau Federation 
He has 
served as a state director of 
Landmark, the Farm Bureau’s 
market products arm, and as 
state director of the Farm 
Bureau for eight years, con­ 
tributing his experience to 
benefit farmers state wide. 
These and other community 
involvements have kept the 
Kenreich’s busy — too busy for 
Bob to construct the white slat 
fence built around the farm he 
thought he wanted for many 
years. Fence time and the time

Twice weekly, David drives 
a retail route in Youngstown, 
“peddling” eggs and garden 
produce from the farm One 
customer, who had been in­

after 65 years of to-the-door 
produce service from the 
Kenreich farm. Bob, always 
looking for ways to broaden 
the experiences of his children, 
often took along sons or 
daughters on the trips to the 
city to meet the people there. 


He wanted them to find out 
that “some were kind, some 
were mean” 
and that 
all 
deserved to be treated fairly. 
Despite the growth of rural 
farm markets and advances in 
the amount of produce carried 
in superm arkets, Kenreich 
maintains “anyoiie could start 
a route” even today. 
To keep the 2,000 layers on 
the farm contented, 65 acres of 
corn and 40 acre of wheat are 
included with the potatoes. 
Concentration on trucks 
crops, eggs and potatoes 
reflect Kenreich’s belief that 
farm ers 
of 
today 
must 
specialize their operations to 
survive. “ The old general 
farm is getting harder to do’’ 
he says. 
Other changes in farming 
now compared to his earlier 
years include advances 
in 
lab o r-sa v in g 
m achin ery, 
encroachment of government 
controls and greater uses of 
energy. His involvement in the 
Farm Bureau has shown also 
that 
more 
politics 
have 
become involved in farming as 
agri-businessmen have had to 
make their case before federal 
agencies who are receiving 
increasing pressure from non­ 
farming groups. 
Trapping Issue 
Without monitoring by farm- 
interest 
groups 
“Politicians 
will put through legislation 
that 
will 
hurt 
farm ers,” 
Kenreich believes. A potential 
problem which might come out 
of the November election is a 
ban on the leghold trap as 
mentioned in Issue 2. “If we 
have twice as many muskrats, 
they will plug up every tile on 
the place” he said. The traps 
are used to trap muskrats as 
well as other animals, in 
eluding raccoon, which van 
dalize sweet corn as it turns 
ripe. 
Despite the costs and ad­ 
justm ents caused by govern­ 
ment regulations, the potato 
grower of Beaver Creek Road 
feels the family farm will 
survive “but you might not 
live quite as high as you like” 
he warns. 
One of the reasons families 
w ill stick it out dealing with the 
u n certain ties 
of 
w eather, 
market demand and govern­ 
m ent 
intervention 
is 
the 
w holesom e co n stru ctiv e a t­ 
m osphere they believe it 
provides tor child-rearing. 
“It s easy to find things to 
keep kids busy on a farm. The 
busier they are, the less 
devilment they get into” he 
believes, although he tried to 
give his sons and daughters 
constructive ways to spend 
their free time. Farm parents 
work with their children and 
often manage to eat three 
meals a day with them during 
the summer months. 
Bob has tried to let his sons 
learn self-confidence in their 
jobs on the farm, letting them 
approach a job in a method

Swank, in a speech to 600 
Farm Bureau women in south­ 
western Ohio Tuesday, ex­ 
plained the problems which 
could arise ii Issue 2 on the 
November ballot is approved 
Issue 2, a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment, would 
ban the use of a leghold trap or 
any other trap which causes 
prolonged suffering to a wild 
bird 
or 
wild 
four-legged 
animal. 
“The am endm ent would 
make it illegal 
for your 
husband to use a leghold trap 
on your farm. 
This would 
mean that the raccoon, fox, 
muskrat and the like, would 
have the run of your land and 
feast on your crops and 
poultry,” said Swank 
Pest Control 
Agriculture uses the leghold 
trap to control pests and to 
protect crops and ponds. "The 
public expects farm ers to 
provide them with enough food 
to eat but 
it 
(the public) 
doesn’t seem to care if the wild 
animals have their share of the 
food first,” said Swank 
Not only does the proposed 
amendment ban the use of the 


leghold trap but it would make 
the use of a rat or mouse trap 
illegal. ‘The wording of the 
amendment implies that you 
as a farm wife would be 
committing a crime if you used 
a mouse trap. Without that 
control, your home could 
become a haven for the four­ 
legged critters.” 
The amendment 
proposes 
that each separate violation of 
the amendment constitutes a 
crime. “If one of your neigh 
bors sees you using a mouse 
trap, she could file a civil 
action against you in any 
Common Pleas Court for an 
injunction to stop using the 
trap. She would be able to 
recover the cost (rf the action 
and the attorney fees, ac­ 
cording to the amendment.” 
explained Swank 
“In other words, she would 
be reimbursed for the court 
and attorney fees but you 
wouldn’t. The money would 
come from your pocket and 
this could get to be pretty 
expensive,” he continued. 
The proposed amendment is 
harmful 
to agriculture. 
“Farmers need the controls 
provided by the traps to keep 
the w ildlife population in 
control Without the traps, the 
farmer will be overrun with 
these rodents,” he concludes 
Swank

The American Coot usually 
arrives in numbers in October 
and is our most common 
lies of waterfowl.

October continues the rush

migration. 
Additional transients and 
winter species arrive and 
many of the remaining sum­ 
mer residents depart. Water­ 
fowl stand out among the 
transients. 
In my early birding years I 
expected to see the first “V” of 
Canada Geese about October 
24. I thought of them as har­ 
bingers of winter, but with the 
creation of large breeding 
colonies at Pymaguning and 
Mosquito Reservoirs I often 
see Canadas early in the 
month or even in late Sep­ 
tember. There is a common 
assumption that the bird at the 
apex of a V-formation is the 
leader, but I have learned 
from reading that this is not so. 
The “leader” receives the 
greatest force of the air. He 
tires after a time and drops 
back to allow another bird to 
bear the brunt. 
Canada Geese often alight on 
lakes and ponds as they 
migrate. If there is no hunting, 
they may remain there until 
ice forces them southward 
once more. Occasionally, they 
remain here even in severe 
winters. On the afternoon of 
January 23 we saw 17 Canadas 
flying eastward above Ninth 
Street. That evening two 
members of the Salem Bird 
Study Club who live near the 
north edge of Salem called to 
tell me that they had geese in 
their back yards. Perhaps 
these birds found bare places 
where they were able to feed 
on grass. 
The Canada is the only goose 
we see regularly. Members of 
the Salem Bird Study Club saw 
three Brant at Evans Lake 
several years ago and there 
are a number of records of the 
Snow and Blue Goose. The 
latter two used to be regarded 
as different birds, but we now 
know 
that 
they 
are 
color 
phases of the sam e species. 
C anada 
G eese 
tran sp la n t 
readily, and my wife and I 
have seen wild birds in both 
England and New Zealand. 
Far Fewer Ducks 
In the 1970’s there are far 
fewer ducks than there were in 
the 20’s. In the dust bowl '30’s 
m any p ra irie sloughs, the 
principal breeding grounds, 
dried up and since then many 
other sw am ps have 
been 
drained so that Canada now 
produces most of our ducks. 
Even when hunting pressure is 
great we usually see a number 
of species in October. Among 
these are Gadwall, American 
Wigeon 
(Baldpate), 
Pintail, 
N orthern Shoveler, L esser 
Scaup, 
Ruddy Duck, 
and 
H o o d e d 
M e r g a n s e r 
(pronounced 
mer-GAN-ser). 
We 
still 
have 
plenty 
of 
Mallards and Black Ducks if 
they have not been shot at. 
They are breeding species 
whose 
numbers 
have been 
augmented by more northerly 
birds. 
Together with the M allard, 
the first four ducks listed a- 
bove are non-divers. They are 
called “ puddle ducks ’ or 
“ riv er and pond d u c k s.” 
Except for the A m erican 
Wigeon, they all occur widely 
in Europe and Asia as well as 
in North America. M allards 
and Black Ducks are so closely 
related that their quacks are 
identical They quack louder 
oftener, and with a different 
quality than other species. The 
females quack louder than the 
males. Indian runners, white 
Pekins, 
and 
som e 
o th er 


domestic ducks are selected 
varieities of the Mallard; their 
quacks, too, are identical. 
In the breeding season 
drakes of most species desert 
the females after fertilization. 
In fall both sexes are together 
again. Since they moult only 
once a year their plumage is 
generally at its best in these 
months. 
Pintails Distinctive 
Pintails 
are 
the 
most 
distinctive of the October pond 
ducks. Both sexes have ex­ 
traordinarily long necks which 
give them a goose-like ap­ 
pearance as they fly. The 
males have a white stripe on 
each side of the neck. You can 
see this most often as the birds 
swim. Pintails whistle as well 
as quack. Their quacks are 
much softer than those of 
Mallards. Even when they are 
present in numbers they are 
quieter. 
Northern 
S h o v e l e r s 
resemble Mallards, but their 
bills are black instead of 
yellow and are at least twice 
the size. As Shovelers fly, they 
show large sky-blue wing- 
patches similar to those of 
Blue-winged 
Teal. 
The 
Shoveler’s quack is also much 
softer than the Mallard’s. 
The Gadwall is the least 
distinctive of the puddle ducks. 
The old-timers’ name, “Gray 
Duck,” 
was 
descriptive, 
especially of the female. In 
flight Gadwalls show white 
wing-patches; on the water the 
female may conceal this and 
the male may show only a thin 
white line. The swimming 
male has a wash of rust on the 
wing. The call is a subdued 
note. 
The male American Wigeon 
displays a white crown that 
gave him his older name, 
“Baldpate.” The side of his 
face is a soft green, not at all 
like the iridesence of the male 
Mallard or Shoveler. 
Widgeons Whistle 
As Wigeons swim they show 
a large vertical white patch 
near the tail; in flight a white 
shoulder patch stands out. 
Wigeons don’t quack; instead 
they utter a soft whistle that 
carries surprisingly far over 
water. They may be so far 
away that you can’t identify 
them even with binoculars, but 
you can hear their whistled 
conversation. 
In the past ten years the 
American Wigeon has es­ 
tablished itself as a breeding 
bird in Iceland. Three years 
ago in the Minsmere Refuge on 
the east coast of England, we 
learned 
that 
a 
pair 
of 
American 
Wigeons 
were 
present, but observers had not 
yet determined whether they 
had nested. 
Greater and Lesser Scaup 
(pronounced “skop” ) drakes 
have the same appearance as 
they swim — black for and aft, 
white in the middle. The ducks 
are brown. Both sexes have 
blue bills. The only sure way to 
distinguish the two species is 
by the stripes in their wings 
which you can see only when 
the birds stretch or fly. The 
Lesser Scaup’s wing-stripe 
extends through half the wing, 
the Greater Scaup’s almost the 
full length. 
The Lesser Scaup is the most 
abundant 
duck 
in 
Old 
Columbiana County. I have 
never found a Greater Scaup 
here. I’d like to examine a 
mounted specimen taken in 
our region. The Lesser Scaup 
has nested in Specht Marsh in 
Carroll County near Augusta. I 
have often seen Scaup late in 
June on lakes in our area but I 
have yet to find either a nest or 
ducklings. The name does not 
come from the duck's call, yet 
to me the quack is definitely 
“skowp.”

distance. This species for­ 
merly nested in Pymatuning 
Swamp.

Mergansers are fish-eating 
birds; I doubt that they taste 
very good.

WoHd Trade

World trade growth was 10- 
12 per cent in 1976 and may be 
seven-nine per cent in 1977 
The latter is equal to the 
average growth rate in the 
past decade. But imbalances 
in international payments and 
rising debt burdens have 
developed in many countries 
due largely from oil import 
needs. These factors combined 
with inflation, tend to con­ 
strain economic growth and 
job stimulation. The developed 
world is divided into two 
groups: 
hard 
currency 
countries with moderate price 
increases and countries with 
serious inflation problems. 
Most developing countries 
face high inflation rates. But 
some 
trade 
preferences, 
mainly on farm products, were

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Apples Flavor Fall Dishes

Apple growers say this will 
be a prime year for apples with 
fall crops high in quality and 
flavor. So, it is time to make 
the moat of your favorite apple 
and apple cider recipes and to 
have fresh apples on hand for 
out-of-hand munching. 
Apples also add to the flavor 
and aroma of a variety of meat 
and poultry dishes and Cornish 
hens stuffed with apples, rice, 
walnuts and seasoned with 


apple cider make a relatively 
simple but attractive meal to 
serve family or friends. This 
recipe may be divided or 
multiplied to serve one or a 
dozen persons easily.

Handling all contractual 
arrangements for producing 
Pennfine ryegrass is the Seed 
Production and Introduction 
Corporation (SPIC). Already, 
four competing national seed

Pennfine under contract with 
SPIC.Dr. Duich said Pennfine 
ryegrass is also produced by 
two companies in Holland. Any 
P en n sy lv an ia 
seedsm an 
wanting to obtain Pennfine can 
secure a contract with SPIC. 
SPIC also contracts for

of 
Pennstar 
Kentucky bluegrass, another 
Penn State development. 
With 
the 
new 
variety 
protection act in operation, old 
stocks of ryegrass will become 
victims of oversupply, Dr. 
Duich said. He claimed there 
can be as much as a six million 
dollar turnover in seed stocks 
within 12 months.

SALMON ON THE RUN 


Less than 10 years ago, the 
mention of salmon fishing to 
anglers in northeastern Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania 
sent visions of the Columbia 
and Snake Rivers in the Paci­ 
fic Northwest dancing through 
their heads. 
But today, largely through the 
efforts of the departments of 
natural resources in Ohio, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Pennsylvania, salmon fishing 
is a thriving sport in the once 
proclaim ed “ dead” G reat 
Lakes. 
Now joining the list of great 
American salmon rivers are 
the Chagrin River, Huron 
River and Conneaut Creek in 
Ohio and many others along 
the Great Lake shorelines in 
Michigan and Pennsylvania. It 
is even possible for a Chicago 
businessm an, 
clad 
in 
workaday clothing, to stroll to 
Lake Michigan on his lunch 
hour and toss lures to lunker 
salmon. 
Fishing experts predict 1977 
will be the best year yet for 
Ohio salmon and steelhead 
(rainbow trout which have 
ventured out of the streams 
into the large lakes) fishing. 
The nearest fishery for area 
anglers is the Chagrin River, 
which winds through suburban 
Cleveland and empties into 
Lake Erie in Eastlake. A check 
on the Chagrin last fall 
revealed numerous fortunate 
fishers with salmon on ice. 
Popular methods of angling 
the Chagrin, and most other 
salmon streams in Ohio, in­ 
clude trolling the river mouths 
and snagging the fish in pools 
below river riffles. In open 
water, a 20-pound coho or 
Chinook salmon is h tackle- 
busting monster capable of 
stripping heavy lines from stiff 
rods with the ease of a 
sprinting cheetah 
October Action 
The tangy smell in October 
air signifies fall to most folks 
and it also sparks an interest in 
reproduction to lake-dwelling 
salmon and trout. As the fish 
search out their home stream. 
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the one into which they were 
planted three to five years ago. 
they school off the river 
mouths and trolling with large 
spoons and flashing lures is 
reported to take a lair share ot 
the fish. When they begin the 
upstream migration in search 
of spawning beds, the fish 
become prey for bank and 
wading fishermen. 
The river fisherman uses 
both natural and artificial bait. 
with spawn sacks the most 
popular of the naturals. Other 
natural bait includes worms, 
minnows and cheese-baits.

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Growing Your Own

An enjoyable pastime for the 
fall and winter months is 
feeding birds. Not only will you 
get enjoyment from observing 
'he birds, but you will also be 
helping them to survive the 
cold months. Most gardeners 
realize the value of birds in 
helping to control insect pests. 
It you have never fed birds 
before or have had little 
success, 
here 
are 
some 
suggestions. 
First of all I should state that 
unless you intend to feed 
constantly through the winter 
well into spring, it is best not to 
begin feeding at all. If a large 
population of birds is con­ 
centrated in an area and the 
food supply is suddenly cut off, 
it can be fatal to those birds 
that have come to rely on it. 
Birds will continue to forage 
on their natural foods as long 
as these are available, but 
these become scarce in late 
winter or are sometimes 
unavailable because of snow 
cover. The food you provide 
will be supplementary, and 
you will notice a 
greater 
number of birds at your feeder 
when there is snow cover. 
Be sure to continue the 
feeding until natural foods 
become abundant again. You 
will be able to tell by the 
decreasing numbers of birds 
visiting your feeder. In our 
area this will be around April 
20. 
Location 
In choosing a location, first 
consider the view of it from a 
window of your home. The 
exposure should be to the south 
or the east so it is sheltered. 


Ideally there should be shrubs 
and evergreens nearby (about 
IO or 20 feet) so the birds can 
dart 
to cover if danger 
threatens. However, do not 
place the feeder so close to 
cover that a cat could ambush 
the birds. If the feeder is to be 
mounted on a post, the ideal 
height is four and one half feet. 
Or it can be hung from the 
branch of a tree near your 
house. 
There are several types of 
feeders you can buy or make 
yourself. The most common 
are the hopper types which 
hold from two to IO pounds of 
seed Wild bird feed is usually 
sold as a mixture of seeds. 
Mixtures vary but they often 
contain millets, hemp, buck­ 
wheat, small grains, and 
sunflower seeds. 
There 
are 
also 
some 
specialty seeds that are sold 
separately for the purpose of 
attracting specific kinds of 
birds. 
The 
most 
widely 
available of these is sunflower 
seed. 
Sunflower 
seed 
is 
preferred 
by 
cardinals, 
grosbeaks, chickadees, titmice 
and nuthatches. If you want to 
attract flocks of goldfishes, 
put out thistle seed. Com­ 
mercial thistle seed doesn’t 
really come from thistles, but 
is the seed af a tropical grass. 
You don’t have to worry about 
any sprouting into prickly

weeds. This food is best served 
in a special cylindrical plastic 
feeder which dispenses one 
seed at a time from each 
opening so none is wasted. 
There are similar feeders for 
sunflower seeds, also. There 
are generally enough openings 
to allow eight birds to feed at a 
time. 
You may not recognize 
goldfinches at this time of 
year, as the male’s winter 
plumage is olive green instead 
of yellow. Thistle seeds also 
attract the less common 
purple finch as well as two 
visitors from the North: pine 
siskins and redpolls. 
Sunflower-Safflower Mix 
Offering safflower seed is a 
good way to attract cardinals 
and evening grosbeaks. Few 
other birds will eat this seed. It 
is best to mix the safflower 
seed with sunflower seed at 
first and gradually reduce the 
amount of sunflower seed over 
a period af time. Beef suet will 
attract chickadees, titmice, 
blue jays, and woodpeckers. 
This is a high energy food that 
will help maintain the bird’s 
body temperature. Suet can be 
offered in a log feeder, or put 
in a plastic mesh onion bag. 
Peanut butter is also a high 
energy 
food. 
There 
is 
disagreement over whether 
peanut butter should be of­ 
fered in pure form. Some birds 
have apparently choked on it; 
dead birds have been found 
with peanut butter in their 
bills. Some claim that this was 
only coincidence and that the 
birds died of other causes. To 
play it safe, it is recommended 
that peanut butter be mixed 
with equal amounts of corn 
meal before offering it to the 
birds. 
Another item that is often 
overlooked is grit, which is 
needed by birds to help digest 
their food. Grit can be offered 
separately or mixed with the 
food at the rate of five to IO 
pounds of grit to IOO pounds 
mixed seed. 
A bird bath will provide 
needed drinking water as well 
as water for bathing. Birds are 
not adapted for eating snow. 
There are special heaters you 
can buy that will keep the 
water from freezing. Or you 
can pour hot water into the 
bird bath several times a day. 
Unwelcome Visitors 
You will undoubtedly get 
some unwelcome visitors, 
which you can either tolerate 
or try to discourage. Some 
people object to bluejays, but I 
find them interesting and 
attractive. In my experience 
the blue jays do not seem to 
bother the other birds. English 
sparrows and starlings are 
another matter. Boul are 
foreign species that have 
become 
established 
in 
America. They compete with 
native species to the extent 
that some of the latter have 
been reduced in number. This 
is especially true of cavity 
nesting species whose nesting 


sites are often taken over by 
starlings 
and 
English 
sparrows. The sparrows come 
in large flocks and hog more 
than their share of the food. 
Starlings will keep other birds 
away when they are feeding, 
but fortunately they are not 
usually persistent visitors. 
Since both English sparrows 
and starlings prefer to feed on 
the 
ground, 
they 
can 
sometimes be lured away from 
the feeding station by scat­ 
tering 
bread 
crumbs 
in 
another part af the yard. There 
are also special feeders that 
allow only smaller birds ta 
feed. Squirrels, too, can be a 
problem, because they keep 
birds from the feeder for long 
periods of time. 
I have been feeding birds for 
three years and have been 
successful in attracting nearly 
20 species of birds. Moat are 
continuous visitors; some are 
seen 
only 
occasionally. 
Several are winter visitors 
that nest farther north. Among 
the birds that have come to my 
feeders are the following: 
black-capped chickadee, 
tufted 
titmouse, 
white­ 
breasted nuthatch, blue jay, 
cardinal, evening grosbeak, 
song sparrow, tree sparrow, 
white throated sparrow, slate 
colored 
junco, 
American 
goldfinch, purple finch, downy 
woodpecker, 
hairy 
wood­ 
pecker, red bellied wood­ 
pecker, mourning dove and 
Carolina wren. 
Feeding birds can be an 
enjoyable winter hobby, and 
during spring and summer 
many will stay around to help 
keep the insects in your garden 
under control. 


Lodge Brothers 


Miller’s creditors haled him 
into court on a charge of 
financial skulduggery. To 
prove it, they summoned one 
of his friends to the witness 
stand. But the witness declined 
to testify. 
“Miller did talk to me about 
his problems,” he conceded, 
“but I promised to keep it 
confidential. He and I belong to 
the same lodge, and I can’t 
break my promise to a lodge 
brother. 
But the court ordered him to 
speak out. The court said: 
“However 
binding 
an 
obligation may be between 
members of the same society, 
such an obligation (is) subject 
to the laws of the country.” 
And the laws of our country 
do indeed insist that giving 
testimony is a matter not of 
choice but of civic duty. Hie 
doctrine was imported from 
England, where a Prince of 
Wales once had to testify about 
cheating in a card game and a 
Prime Minister had to testify 
about a scuffle at a political 
meeting. 
May a witness refuse to 
testify on the ground that he 
considers his information to be 
irrelevant? No, say the courts, 
because that is not for him to 
decide. As one judge ex­ 
plained, in overruling a wit­ 
ness who offered that excuse: 
“Very often information is 
not susceptible of intelligent 
(evaluation) until it is placed 
in its setting, a tile in the 
mosaic.’’ 
Of course there are ex­ 
ceptions to the duty-to-testify. 
What a patient tells a doctor or 
what a client tells a lawyer is 
usually protected against 
disclosure. And, in most 
states, so is a private con­ 
fession to a clergyman. 
Thus, a minister was held 
not obliged to reveal what a 
woman accused of wrongdoing 
had confessed to him. Said the 
court: 
"The benefit of preserving 
these 
confidences 
over­ 
balances the possible benefit of 
permitting 
litigation 
to 
prosper at the expense of the 
spiritual rehabilitation of a 
penitent.”

“The new Farm Bill is a 
political compromise that may 
do more long-term harm than 
good 
to 
American 
agriculture,” Allan Grant said 
here today. 
Grant, president of the 
American 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation (AFBF), referred 
to the Food and Agriculture 
Act of 1977, signed into law 
Sept. 29 by President Carter in 
a ceremony attended by 
Grant. 
While supporting many of 
the basic concepts of the new 
law, some of which were the 
results of Farm 
Bureau 
recommendations, Grant said 
that he is concerned that the 
higher price support loans will 
interfere with efforts to ex­ 
pand foreign markets for 
American farm commodities. 
’The new law may contain 
mechanisms bult would put 
agriculture on a greased slide 
back to the kind of government 
programs that paid farmers 
not to produce,'1 Grant said. 
Neither farmers nor con­ 
sumers want the kind of farm 
program 
in 
which 
the 
government becomes a major 
buyer, 
accumulting 
huge 
surpluses of grain to tang over 
and depress market prices, 
Grant said. 
He added that fanners don’t 
like such programs because 
they cause lower, politically- 
controlled prices. Consumers 
dislike them because they 
resent government handouts to 
farmers. 
The AFBF president said the 
new law’s disaster payment 
provisions are significantly 
improved over those of the 
previous law in that they are 
more flexible and realistic. 
He also lauded the increased 


authorization for agricultural 
research funds to IMO million 
in fiscal 1978and to 11.42 billion 
by 1982. 


AFBF Launches 
Acies Campaign 


The 
American 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation 
has 
called a nation-wide effort to 
fight 
federal 
acreage 
limitations in agriculture. 
The effort will be launched in 
Denver, Colo. Oct. 18. 
The conference was called 
following an announcement 
by US. Secretary of Interior 
Cecil D. Andrus that the 
Interior Department will 
renew its efforts to restrict 
acreage that can be irrigated 
by water from a federal 
prefect. 
‘Theserious impact of this 
issue needs consideration oh 
a national basis,’’ Allan 
Grant, AFBF president said. 
“This meeting, which could 
be the most important of the 
year for fanners, will ex- 
J 
ilore the issues involved 
rom a legislative and legal 
standpoint.” 
Grant said that he believes 
the acreage limitation plan is 
simply the first round in a 
mounting effort by some so­ 
called public interest lob­ 
byists to bring all land under 
government control. 
“If the increasing demand 
by a minority of activists 
seeking land use control by 
state and federal authorities 
is successful,” Grant said, 
“all rights to own property in 
America — rural, urban or 
suburban — will be in 
jeopardy.”

WOOSTER — It is important 
to know what kind of tree the 
seedling you plant today will 
turn into in IS to 20 years. A 
young, innocent looking four- 
oot Cottonwood (Populus 
deltoides) planted near a 
house, can become a giant 
w eak-w ooded 
m o n ster 
threatening gutters, windows, 
and roof in a relatively short 
period of time. 
Dr. P. C. Kozel, research 
horticulturist for the Ohio 
Agricultural Research and 
Development Center (OARD- 
C), says one of the goals of the 
Ohio Shade Tree Project is to 
help homeowners avoid such 
problems. During the past 10 
years, more than 140 species of 
trees have been rated for their 
performance as shade trees in 
the urban environment. Now,

threat to any structure nearby. 
If such 
trees 
are 
near 
buildings, remove low hanging 
and dead or weakened bran­ 
ches which might break during 
a storm. 
Some trees will 
cause 
problems by clogging storm 
sewers and drains, water 
pipes, and sewage systems 
with falling flowers, fruits, and 
foliage, or fibrous roots. Some 
trees’ root systems may 
become so extensive that they 
will even break underground 
lines. Kozel says trees to 
specifically avoid planting 
near water lines, etc., are 
Willows (Salix species) and 
Poplars (Populus species). 
Avoid Screening 
Another problem improperly 
placed trees can cause is 
dangerous screening along 
streets. To minimize the 
danger of tree limbs blocking 
visibility of street or traffic 
lights and signs, driveways, 
and sidewalks, new trees 
should be planted at least 25 
feet from an intersection. 
Branches of existing trees 
should be limbed up at six and 
one half to seven feet above the 
ground. Trees severely hin­ 
dering visibility should be 
removed.

hanging 
branches, such as Pin Oak 
(Quercus 
palustris) 
and 
Shingle Oak (Quercus im- 
bricaria), are not wise choices 
along streets. Use of shrubs 
along streets is not recom­ 
mended since density and 
spread impair vision. In this 
situation, both pedestrian and 
vehicular safety must have 
priority. 
In the next article of this 
series, Dr. Kozel will discuss 
some small ornamental trees 
which appear to be especially 
suitable for planting in the 
urban environment.
